jhote Bred this afternoon into the cor' 
ridor ot tbe "dungeons" formed the 
prelude to a abort but deapsrate band- 
no-hand fight between seventy of tbe 
most dangerous convicts ia San Quentiu 
prison and fifteen of Warden Kale's 
guards. One of the guards had his 
head cut open with a brick and a num- 
ber of tbe convicts were pretty roughly 
handled, but nobody was killed or even 
seriously hurt. 


The convicts had dug their way out of; 


their cells, had barricaded the entrance 
to their place of confinement with four- 
teen heavy iron cell doors, re-enforced 
! 


with a Back of balls and chains, and bad 
torn down the brick partition between 
the cells and provided themselves with 
weapons in tbe shape of bricks and 
chains. The "dungeons" where today's 
trouble occurred are situated under tlie 
old hospital and consist of fourteen big 
cells, seven ou each side of a corridor. 
The partitions between the cells are of 
brick, aa are ttie pillars in front to which 
are attached the heavy iron door. At 
the entrance of tbe corridor is a tnas-

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Senator Chan- 


dler has received a letter from.OtaorRe 
A. Kittiedge concerning the proposed 
relief expedition for India. Mr. Kitt- 
redge spent many years IB India and 
Bars from his knowledge of tbe condi- ! 
tione the propoaed expedition of corn ; 
and wheat will be Impracticable, and 
Baya there is no organization in India for 
the dletributiou of food and that the' 
famine districts are scattered from the 
Madras presidency at the south to the 
Punjab on the north. "It will be almost 
impossible," be says, "to divide a large 
quantity of grain among the needy. The 
grain will go to India in bulk, but there 
are no elevatois there or other means of 
receiving it in tbat form. It must be 
put into bags; the buga must be bought 
and the grain ailed in tho bapa on board 
the steamer. Apart from tbe expense 
of the bags, I do not eee bow the bags 
could be filled in tbat cUmate in the 
hold of the ateamer. The authorities in 
Calcutta have forbidden tho receipt of 
flour ground at flour tmlle at Bombay 
for fear of spreading the plaeue."

It ie deplorable that 
tbe law ia not enforced against these 
offenders. However great tbe obstacles 
are, tbere can bu no question that with 
proper efforts tho Chiueeo could be pre- 
vented from DO openly delving it. It 
haa been ilemonatmtwd heretofore that 
tho lotteries can be reduced to doing 
hiiaiuesa on eucb a eimUl basis us to 
inako it unprofitable. If they ware com- 
pelled to continue to operate on Buch a 
limited basis, ttiey would eoon be driven 
out of busiuuss. 
Trie reason that tbe lotteries have 


b--en permitted lo break out afresh thm 
time eoeuia to he a differ once ol opinion 
between Marshal Woy and membero of 
the police force aa to what their dutieo 
are.* When thu city trustees Instructed 
Mr.SVoyafew weeks ago to close tho 
illetfnl games, ho announced that hu 
would do GO.
